SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hcrzegovina (AP) — NATO sent 
troops and armored vehicles into Mostnr’s streets Saturday 
after the shooting death of a Croat policeman threatened to 
restart open conflict in the divided southwestern town. 

• In a Sarajevo suburb, a member of the NATO force 
was wounded Saturday — a French soldier injured by a 
land mine while patrolling a zone separating Muslims 
from Serbs. He was the seventh casualty since. NATO 
took over from the U.N. peacekeeping force Dec. 20.

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Wastebaskets went, unemptied, floors 
were a little dirtier and service clcva- 
tors'stood idle as a .citywide strike by 
maintenance workers affected 1,000- 
commercial buildings. 

The 3-day-old walkout by clean- 
ers, maintenance engineers and ele- 
vator operators over pay issues is the 
first such strike in the city in '48 
years. And though'thc effects were 
small, they were widespread. 

At some buildings, including 
Rockefeller Cenier and Trump 


Tower, private sanitation trucks were 
blocked by strikers. The Rockefeller 
Center truck got through using a 
police escort. But by late Friday 
night. Rockefeller. Center’s normally 
pristine streets were littered with 
food, paper qnd strike leaflets. 

The most visible effect was trash 
starting to -pile-up in offices. And 
deliveries slowed because UPS and 
Federal Express drivers refused to 
stop at ’Struck buildings. 

There was also sporadic violence. 
On Friday, a judge issued a tempo- 


rary restraining Order to curh the

ury of a cellular phone, don’t 'worry

pay for more than 3,000 of themf .’ 

At a time when local government 
coffers arc sapped, taxpayers 
unknowingly arc doling out millions - 
of dollars each year for cellular calls 
made by thousands of city and coun- 
ty employees, a Los Angeles Times 
study has found. 

Once restricted to the upper reach- 
es of government, cellular phones 


are now being distributed deep into 
the bureaucracy — with scant over- 
sight ofthe bills. ■ 

As Los Angeles Public Work's 
Commissioner Ellen Stein put it: , 
— micre'iS'a'Tantlora ’s box h'crc’thaf" 
needs to be opened.” 

In the Inst fiscal year alone, cellu- 
lar costs for the city and county rose 
about 60 percent, to a projected cost 
of roughly S3 million a year.

Once a caveat of affluent snobbery, 
that popular paradox played a lot bet- 
ter in the affluently snobbish ‘80s than 
it does in the payback-time ‘90s. 

•Yet Americans show n remarkable 
penchant for ignoring the high cost to 
society of how they choose to live 
their lives. 

. ."People could live a lot healthier 
and a lot safer thaq they do.

Some 
people don’t,” says economist Ted 
Miller, associate director of the
